Lenox B. Markley, 45, prothonotary of Bucks County, 
was free on $10,000 hail this morning; following his sud­ 
den arrest at 7:45 p.m. last night by federal, state andj 
county authorities on charges of conspiracy to pass 
counterfeit money. 


Markley was “the big man” in a four-state ring 
which lias been circulating phony $20 bills since last 
April, according to the Secret Se n ic e . 


He was picked up at bis home, 178 Schumacher 
Drive, Bristol Terrace I, Bristol Township, last night, 
whisked to Moyamensing Prison in Philadelphia by 
Secret Service men, and allowed to jiost the bail at I 
a.m. today before ti. S. Commissioner Edward W. Furia.

professional bondsman from the 
Frankford area of Philadelphia. 


G ivrs Bucks Address 


Another man who gave a Lower 
Bucks County address was among 
those arrested last night. He was 
William Kiefaber, who last week 
i on a prior arrest told Philadelphia 
police that he lived in Fairless 
Hills. Kiefaber currently is free on 
bond from a conviction for break­ 
ing and entering a bowling alley 
in Quakertown and is charged with 
being part of a gang that stole 
$100,000 worth of food from a
